about the incident two mothers of 
Scouts said Saturday. 

The two women said they com- 
plained at the time to Sacramento- 
area Boy Scout executives, who did 
nothing. Jones remained a Scout 
leader until last year, the women 
said. 

Scout officials would not comment 
Saturday about Jones' Scout connec- 
tion. 

Jones was one of five men ar- 
rested, starting Nov. 15. on child-mo* 
testing charges* David Murray Si- 
mons, 2S: Terrance James MaddocX 
46; John Norman Olson* 3$, also a 
Scouting leaden and Bret John Olea- 
1 icy> 22, also were arrested. GtesJcy 
was freed on his own recognizance, 
The other four remained in the jail 
late Saturday in lieu of bail ranging 
from 520,000 to $115,000. 

Attempts ro contact Jones about 
the incident were unsuccessful. 

According to Sacramento County 
sheriffs investigators. Jones and the 
other suspects were organizing a 
Sacramento chaptetf of the North 
American Man-Boy Love Associa- 
tion, a group that advocates sex be- 
tween homosexual men and boys. 

The two women, who requested 
anonymity to protect their children* 
toid The Bee they learned of the Au- 
gust 1381 knife-wielding incident

In August 1381. two Scout troops 
from Sacramento went to the Down- 
ieville area to camp for several 
days. After the Scouts returned from 
the outing, they told their parents 
about the scuffle involving the Eagle 
Scout and Jones. 

One boy toid his mother about the 
incident immediately. Another 
waited about three months before 
talking about it 

*My son toid me about it three or 
four months after he returned from 
camp/ one woman said. "He related 
to me that Larry Jones began drink- 
ing and then pulled a knife."

Despite allegations that ail are member* of 
a oationwide "man-boy love* group, the dis- 
trict attorney's offlce is proceeding individual 
ly against three men accused of sexually mo* 
lesting boys aged 7 to 17. 

Deputy District Attorney Jan Hansen asxed 
'the court Monday to hear the cases separately, 
indicating the suspects represent distinctly 
different incidents: 

"Although there may he some common vie* 
tints, mere are no common incidents* among 
the crimes charged. Hansen said. 

When the arrests began Novts 15. all of the 
suspects were involved in organizing a Sacra- 
mento chapter of the North American Man- 
Boy Love Association, a group that is trying to 
legalize sex between homosexual men and 
consenting boys, according to investigators. 

Lawrence Stephen Jones of Citrus Heights is 
chzr^td with 21 felony child molestation- 
counts involving two victims. Jones. 32, is a 
former Scout leader. 

Terrance James Maddocic 46, of Sacramen- 
to, a registered sex offender from Minnesota, 
charged with eight counts against two chil- 
dren. 

John Norman Olson. 35, also described in 
court documents as a former Scout leader, 
faces four counts against two victims. 

Outside the courtroom Hansen said that no 
feloay charges will be filed against the other 
two men arrested in connection with the case. 

Bret John OlesKy, 22, will be referred to the 
misdemeanor section for prosecution reiaied 
to annoying or molesting a child under 18. ^ 

No charges will be filed against David Mur- 
ray Simons, 2S, pending further investigation, 
she said. 

Jones. Olson and MaddocX. ail of whom are 
in custody, made brief appearances Monday 
in Sacramento Municipal Court
